HELPFUL HINTS 
ON HOME PAINTING 



* For best results em- 
ploy a good, experienced, 
reliable Painting and 
Decorating Contractor. 

* A home should be 
painted on a clear dry day 
when the temperature is 
between 50 and 80 degrees. 

* Don't paint too early 
in the spring — give the 
sun an opportunity to drive 
moisture out of wood. Be- 
fore repainting house ex- 
teriors, all loose and scaly 
paint should be scraped off 
with a putty knife or wire 
brush; window sash, sid- 
ing and casings should 
be puttied; and gutters 
cleaned with wire brush. 

* Before painting exte- 
riors, to avoid blistering, be 
sure plaster on inside of 
new house is thoroughly 
dry. 

* Be sure settled pig- 
ment and oil in can are 
mixed thoroughly before 
painting, using square end 
paddle to remove pigment 
from around bottom edges 
of can. 



* When painting stucco, 
brick and cement, brush 
Liquid Cement Coating 
well into small cracks 
and crevices to produce 
weather-tight surface. 
Large cracks should be 
patched. 

* Hammer down pro- 
truding nails before refin- 
ishing floors and wood- 
work. Remove knobs, 
handles and hooks before 
refinishing. Sand surface 
with the grain to remove 
gloss so new coat will 
adhere properly. Be sure 
surface is clean. 

* New, unpainted wall- 
board and walls should be 
given a sealing coat of 
Glidden Speed-Wall In- 
terior Base-Coat to over- 
come absorption. Bare 
spots on old painted walls, 
etc. should be treated with 
Base -Coat. 

* Don't use anything 
but good brushes. In the 
Related Line of brushes 
there is the right brush 
for every job.
